cient. Though there ar esome which 
lave been relatively, similar 
in. 


,ype and reasonably pure in blood- 
ines for many centuries, the vast

dogs have only been typed for 
a 


'e\v canine generations. Even these 
,ypes have, in many 
instances, 


changed in style. 


The setter, much to the surprise 


of many people, was used as a hun-

cient. Though there ar esome which 
lave been relatively, similar 
in. 


,ype and reasonably pure in blood- 
ines for many centuries, the vast

dogs have only been typed for 
a 


'e\v canine generations. Even these 
,ypes have, in many 
instances, 


changed in style. 


The setter, much to the surprise 


of many people, was used as a hun- 
,ing dog before the use of firearms 
as sporting weapons.

changed in style.

Though there ar esome which 
lave been relatively, similar 
in. 


,ype and reasonably pure in blood- 
ines for many centuries, the vast

dogs have only been typed for 
a 


'e\v canine generations. Even these 
,ypes have, in many 
instances, 


changed in style. 


The setter, much to the surprise 


of many people, was used as a hun- 
,ing dog before the use of firearms 
as sporting weapons.

named because dogs sat or "set"

of our breeds 
of today'are 
an- 


cient. Though there ar esome which 
lave been relatively, similar 
in. 


,ype and reasonably pure in blood- 
ines for many centuries, the vast 
majority of today's 
"purebred" 


dogs have only been typed for 
a 


'e\v canine generations. Even these 
,ypes have, in many 
instances, 


changed in style. 


The setter, much to the surprise 


of many people, was used as a hun- 
,ing dog before the use of firearms 
as sporting weapons.

Though there ar esome which 
lave been relatively, similar 
in. 


,ype and reasonably pure in blood-

'e\v canine generations. Even these 
,ypes have, in many 
instances, 


changed in style. 


The setter, much to the surprise
